Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  '“'orks  of  the  city  of  Port 
¥ayne , Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  and  advis- 
able to  condemn  a right-of-way  for  sewerage  purposes  across, 
(through  and  under  a strip  of  land  twelve  (l2)  feet  inA7id>h  the 
same  being  a continuation  of  the  allej'’  between  liolitor  Street 
and  Reynolds  Street  from  Dubois  Street  to  the  east  line  of  V/inches 
' Addition  also  a strip  of  land  ten  (lO)  feet  and  twelve  (12)  feet 
in  width  lying  east  of  V/inches  Mditidn  betvmen  Molitdr  street 
and  ¥ayne  Trace. 


All' as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  condemnation  of 
two  strips  01  land  for  a right-of-way  for  sewerage  purposes  as 
above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic V/orks  of  said  city. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affect- 
ed by  the  condemnation  of  the  above  described  strips  of  land  for 
a right-of-way  for  sevirerage  purposes  is  described  as  all  lots 
and  lands  lying  south  of  Molitor  street  west  of  Dubois  otreet, north 
of  Wayne  Trace  and  east  of  V/abash  Avenue.
